I ai tisanship, nor of envy of another section, but a spirit of supreme de­ 
votion to our common country, its traditions and its aspirations. 
We

ERE’S a picture of the recognized 
apparatus which checks the anti­ 
knock properties of all gasolines-the 
ipparatus which establishes the su­ 
premacy of O range A merican G as 
among all gasolines selling at regular 
gasoline prices. 


This apparatus consists of a water-cooled cylinder 
and head in which the compression ratio of any 
automobile motor can be duplicated. An electric 
tachometer on the control panel checks the revo­ 
lutions per minute and makes possible the com­ 
parison of all gasolines at exactly the same r.p.m.
